The race, for snany 
days, was to the awift, and the battle 
to the strong. Cyrenaica was 
cleared of “Axis” troops, who 
retreated co rapidly as to lend colour 
to the British hope that Northern 
Africa would be within British 
hands in a comparatively short time. 
It is too early yet to express an 
opinion concerning the likelihood, 
or the improbability, that this 
hope will be fulfilled; but the 
prospects are less bright than 
they were even a week ago. 
General Rommel, after ‘his steady 
retreat, has turned at bay He had 
been driven round the south-east 
corner of the Gulf of Sirte—the 
great bay which bites into Northern 
Cyrenaica—and there was, appa- 
rently, no reason why the British 
pursuit should not continue, when 
various circumstances came to his 
rescue. In the first place, the weather 
fought with him. Violent storms 
prevented the British from over- 
taking his retreating columns, but 
permitted him, under their cover, to 
reassemble. In the second place, sub- 
stantial reinforcements arrived, and 
placed themselves at his disposal. The 
result has been manifest during the 
past four days. Not merely has the 
British advance been halted, but a 
i counter-movement has taken place: 
Jedabya has been retaken, and this 
morning’s news indicates that the 
“Axis” forces are moving north- 
wards and north-eastwards in the 
direction of Benghazi and an im- 
portant point in the desert. It is too 
early to tell whether this counter- 
offensive will make any real difference 
to the course of the Libyan war, but 
no doubt oxists that the Germans 
have recognised the peril to which 
a successful advance by General 
Auchinleck’s troops would expose 
their cause, and have taken all 
possible measures to counteract it. 
Will the British authorities similarly 
recognise the peri! to their offensive 
in the desert, and see to the 
immediate reinforcement of the 
Libyan army—unless, indeed, the 
fact is that General Rommel’s 
counter-stroke has been nothing more 
than a flash in the pan? The Allies 
cannot afford to take risks. It has 
been pointed out that Germany was 
studying the technique of anti-tank 
warfare long before she was in 
any position to study the art of 
mechanised attack; and, so long as 
a single “ Axis” division remains 
in North Africa, the Allied cause 
is threatened.

Nowadays the lamb has lost its place 
in literature; it seldom appears 
except in children’s books. Never- 
theless, people still are happy to 
read Blake’s poetry, the best of which 
is full of lambs and pipers, and it 
has been said that the modern 
English school of poetry is greatly 
influenced by Blake—so that, perhaps, 
the lamb again will grace the poet's 
stanzas.

U.S. OFFENSIVE 


This latest Japanese move seems at 
least as likely to be naval as military— 
defensive against the main United 
States Fleet, rather than offensive 
against the mainland of Australia.

Cork and Cairo 


It is a remarkable fact that one of 
the pioneers in the study of 
Assyriology and Egyptology, and one 
whose work is at present recognised 
by the exhibition of a marble bust 
of him in Cairo Museum, was never 
in t. 

He was the Rev. Edward Hincks, 
for forty years the absent-minded 


but cultured rector of Killyleagh 
County Down. Born in Cork in 
1792, he entered Trinity in 1807, 


and obtained his Fel ip in 1813. 
Though his work won a ns -wide 
reputation, his foibles were more 
gs“ recognised nearer home, 
or he was so absent-minded that he 
selcom recognised even his nearest, 
neighbours: No doubt, his thoughts 
were occupied with the decipherment 
of inscriptions on the ancient relics 
of poet or Assyria. 
is chronic absent-mindedness is 
well illustrated by one of the many 
authenticated stories told of him. 
He was travelling to Belfast from 
Killyleagh by coach when a wheel 
came off and a serious accident 
resulted, one- outside passenger 
being killed and two others injured. 
Dr. Himcks was an inside 
passenger, and was not even dis- 
turbed. He was found with his chin 
prop on his walking-stick, deep 
in thought, and, when asked to 


alight, remarked: “' Dear me, I 
didn’t know we were at Belfast 
already !”’
